In  rounding  tape  Tlatterv  into  the  Straits  of  Juan  De  Mica,  an  anchorage  is  found  in  We6-ah 
Harbor  on  the  southern  shore.  Jnchor  irv  this  harbor  well  at,  close  to  the  kelp,  when'  the  heavy 
swell,  which  comes  in  from  the  Northward  and  Westward,  will  be  felt  less  than  farther  out.  The 
best  anchorage  for  small  vessels,  at  all  seasons,  is  in  the  channel  between  the  shore  and  Ifa-ad 
dah  is/and,  where,  if  necessary,  thev  cart  moor  with  astern  /die  to  the  shore.  Other  good  anchor- 
ages are  found  <>n  the  south  shore  ofthestrads  of  Joan  lie  Fuca  . 

Cape  Flatten'  and  Nee-ah  Harbor  as  also  the  Harbor  of  False  llumjeness  have  been  surveyed. 
and  preliminary  charts  published*.
